The war between the National League and 


the ASF has been simmering for some time. It 
will be fought this year. Nothing is more cer- 


tain. 

The NSL shouldered arms 
Jast week when all the clubs 
pledged unity — so much so 
that St George Budapest was 
warned not to step out of line 
again the way it did when it 
broke an NSL ban on releasing 
players for the imternational 
series. 

A number of alternative 
formats for the 1985 NSL com- 
petition have been sent to the 
clubs for their comments, and 
a decision on how the league 
wil) be run next year will be 
made within a month. 


In the absence of the $240,- 
000 sponsorship money it had 
expected through ASF Market- 
ing Ltd, the NSL will refuse to 
allow its players to play for 
Australia in non-World Cup 
matches unless the NSL clubs 
are paid a fee. 

What’s more, the NSL wili 
push for greater representa- 
tion on the ASF It wants 
power equal to that of the big- 
gest States, NSW and Victoria, 
which at the moment have 50 
per cent of the vote between 
them. 

As from.next year, under ar- 


rangements made in 1983, the ° 


NSL clubs will have a 25 per 
cent vote on their respective 
State federations, o they will 
be better placed to have their 
own ASF delegates elected. 
The NSL is angry that the 
money paid by Channel 0/28 
for television rights went to 
ASF Marketing.

Franz Beckenbauer. — 
“Der Kaiser’* — has agreed to 
take charge of the West 
German team until the 1986 
world cup finals. 

Beckenbauer, 39, won a 
record 103 caps for his country 
and led it to victory in the 
World Cup in 1974. _ 


Although he cannot be ap- 
pointed trainer as he has no 
coaching diploma, Becken- 
bauer said it was now certain 
he would work with Horst 
Koeppet, Derwall's last assist- - 
ant. 

Derwall, 57, resigned after 
West Germany's 1-0 defeat by 
Spain-cost it a place in the Eu- 
ropean championship semi- 
finals in France. He was the 
first West German manager to 
quit before the end of his con- 
tract, due to expire in 1986. 


Beckenbaver originally was 
expected to take charge of the 
national team only until 
Helmut Benthaus, coach of 
new West German champion 
Stuttgart, became available. 


’ His contract runs out in 
1985, but Beckenbauer said 
Benthaus had ruled otu a move 
to the national team next year. 

Karl-Heinz Rummenigge of 
Bayern Munich became Italy’s 
big signing of the year last 
April when Inter Milan agreed 
to pay $4.4 million for him. 

Socrates rejected overtures 
by Roma in 1983, but Fioren- 
tina managed to secure him 
for $2.7 million from 
Corinithians of Brazil last 
month, 

Manchester United told AC

Australian Soccer at international level has 
not been renowned for its consisency over 
the past 15 years, with a passing parade of 
coaches, players and styles. 


However, there is one 
thread that links the teams of 
the fate GOs with the current 
Socceroo squad: team doctor 
Brian Corrigan. 

Corrigan has been an in- 
valuable part of the Australian 
international soccer scene 
since the 60s when he accom- 
panied Joe Vlasits’ much trav- 
elled Socceroos to Mozom- 
bique and Israel in a vain quest 
for a place in the World Cup in 
Mexico. 

Ironically, Corrigan is again 
part of another quest for Mexi- 
co, having in between tended 
to the ailments and injuries of

“The Rangers match was 
our New Zealand World Cup 
game, Juventus was the Israel 
clash and tonight was Tai- 
wan,” Arok said before the 
Sydney-Iraklis match. 


That approach, and the fact 
that Arok made five changes 
for the Adelaide game, 
certainly led to the Australian 
team coming down off its 
“‘high’’. 

But how did the team last so 
long? 

“Tt was the result of many 
contributing factors,’ 
Corrigan said, ‘‘None the least 
being the incredible in- 
telligence of Frank.”’ 

“We've had some great 
coaches of the Australian 
team, men who know a great 
deal about coaching and the 
game itself: 

“But Frank knows how to 
run the organisation as well — 
how to handle the players, how 
to handle the hotels, the food, 


they had had 


_ the Press, the whole lot. 


’“Tt?s really impressive 
watching him in action,’ 


’ Corrigan said. 


Corrigan said that if the gen- 
eral public was impressed 
with the fitness of the Socce- 
roos, SO was he. 

“We had them in for a 
fifmess test when they joined 
the training camp and I can 
say that I. was very impressed 
with the fitness of all the 
members of the ‘A’ squad. 

“There wasn't one wh 
needed extra work. 

“It is a sign of the times. 
Not only has the national 
League benefited soccer, but 
also the general attitude of 
society.”’ 

Corrigan said that with the 
current trend in society 


towards fitness and more con- 
sciousness about health it 
made it easier for sportsmen 
to attain higher standards. 
“The squad looked after 
themselves. You can see 2 
greater emphasis on fitness. 


“Whereas in the past we had 
players who couldn’t have 
been said to relish physical 
training, now the whole squad 
knuckles down and gives 100 
percent at each training ses- 
sion.” 

Corrigan said that playing 
as professionals during the 
tournament had certainly 
helped the players both physi- 
cally and mentally. 

Their ability to recover 
from strenuous matches had a 
lot to do with the fact that they 
could relax after matches and 
did not have the pressure of re- 
turning to work the next day, 
he said. 

“It was only part of the 
overall reason, but had an im- 
portant effect,’” he said. 


Corrigan said the Australian 
team had a tremendous spirit, 
partly because of the com- 
petitiveness within the squad. 


“It’s funny, but the fact that 
every player knew he was not 
indispensable bound them to- 
gether. 


“Tt made them all fight that 
little bit more, because they 
all wanted to keep their pdsi- 
tions. 

“And yet the reserves never 
sulked or seemed depressed. 


“Whenever there was a vic- 
tory it was the squad that cele- 
brated.” 

He Said the fact that there 
was a ‘B’ squad had also 
helped bind the *A’ team to- 
gether. 

“It was a smart move 
haying that ‘B’ team, because 
although [ don’t think there 
will be many changes to the 
‘A’ team, thre was always the 
‘B’ team lurking in the back- 
ground. 

“And especially after that 
first weekend, when everyone 
said the ‘B' team was more en-

Corrigan said he had seen 
plenty of sterling perform- 
ances by Australian teams in 
the past, from the 1969 games 
against Rhodesia, to the 


triumphant 1974 campaign 


with Rale Rasic and the 
battles under Jimmy Shoulder 
and Rudi Gutendorf to the 
Merlion Cup triumphs of Les 
Scheinflug. 


He said each team in its own 
way fought for something — 
whether it was each other, for 
persona] pride or for Austra- 
lia. 

But he said only under 
VJasits and Arok had he sensed 
that the players really fought 
for the coach. 

‘Maybe I'm wrong. Nobody 
ever said anything, but you can 
feel things like that. 

“Under someone Jike Rudi it 
was the players who fought for 
each other in the end... but 
this time it was different. 


“Of course they were out 
there to win, and they were all 
proud to represen their coun- 
try — whether it ws their adop- 
ted or native land — but under- 
neath all those reasons seemed 
tobe this determination to vin- 
dicate Arok’s faith in them." 


Corrigan said he was con- 
vinced the advent of the 
National League was not start- 
ing to bear fruit 

“It's not only the NSL, but

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During the recent 
World Soccer Series, 
Polish and Juventus 
superstar Zbigniew 
Boniek gave perhaps 
his only com- 
prehensive interview 
in Australia when he 
was guest of honour 
at a Polonia function 
at Polish House in 
Melbourne. 


Boniek was presented with a 
commemorative gold ring and 
a team jacket dduring the 
‘evening and guests including 
the local Polish Press had the 
privelege of asking many ques- 
tions of their superstar. 


Here's just some of the 
dialogue: 

QUESTION: After play- 
ing club football with 
Widzew Lodz and Ju- 
ventus as well as repre- 
senting Poland, which 
matches do you rate as 
your most memorable? 

BONIEK. At this stage of 
my career the performance of 
the Polish team in the last 
World Cup in Spain when we 
finished third has proven to be 
the highlight but there were 
many great moments with 
both Widzew and Juventus 

QUESTION: You have 
been called to represent 
Poland in the upcoming 
elimination matches for 
the Mexico World Cup. 
How do you see Poland’s 
chances? 

BONIEK- Poland's per- 
formances in the past World 
Cups have given supporters of 
Polish football many pleasant 
memories, however, in our 
qualifying group I rate Bel- 
gium as favourites. The sec- 
ond-placed nation has a fur- 
ther chance to qualify in repe- 
chage matches and on that 
basis I believe Poland should 
make it to Mexico. 

QUESTION: Followers 
of Juventus claim the club 
has the strongest attack of 
any club in the world with 
yourself, Rossi and Platini. 
What is your opinion? 

BONIEK: I'm honoured that 
public opinion rates us so high- 
ly, but there are many teams 
in all parts of the globe that 
have talented players in attack 
with great understanding and 
the ability to score goals. Per- 
sonally, I cannot honestly say 
that I am a more dangerous 
player because I am in the 
Same team as Rossi and Plati- 
ni. Both obviously are out- 
Standing players but a lot 
depends upon how well you are 
marked. If opponents give us 
the space to play, then they 
are in for a hard time. 

QUESTION: As a 
youngster learning the 
skills of the game, you 
must have had an idol 
which you hoped to 
emulate? 

BONIEK: There was a time 
when | was a great admirer of 
Kaz Deyna the ex-Poland 
captain, but as I matured as a 
player there were no idols. 
There are great players that 
you re-call depending on the 
topic of soccer conversation.

What opinion have you 
formed of the country? 

BONIEK: I am fascinated 
by this country in all aspects, 
its climate, development, the 
buildings and lifestyle. I've 
often thought what it would be 
like here and wanted to visit 
for a long time. Playing soccer 
has finally given me the chan- 
ce. I am sure the standard of 
soccer will grow as the coun- 
try Keeps growing and J envy 
the amount of Poles that have 
acclimatised here. My opinion 
is that I will return for a 
longer stay, sometime in the 
future.

Ken Murphy has no doubts about where 
Australia should play its World Cup qualifying 


games at home. 


“Olympic Park, definitely,” says the 27-year-old 
Socceroo midfielder, now a giant in the national 
team after great displays in the recently completed 


World Soccer Series. 


“Olympic Park has the best 
surface for soccer in Australia 
and the best stadium. I’m 
really confident that we'll get 
at least 20,000 to our home 
games in the World Cup and 
I’m hoping that we can play on 
a real soccer ground: The SCG 
is a nightmare. The cricket 
pitch there is rock-hard, there 
are lines all over the place and 
you’re a million miles from 
the spectators.”’ 

If Murphy isn’t selected in 
national coach Frank Arok’s 
squad for the world tour later 
this year, it will be a bomb- 
shell, but not one which will 
unduly ruffle the former 
Dundee United ieft winger. 

“Okay, Vd be really dis- 
appointed but if Frank Arok 
thinks that someone else can 
do a better job than me, then I 
can accept that. Frank's there 
to make decisions like that. 
And there’s no way that any 
player is in a position to say 
that he’s done a good job in the 
past so he Should automati- 
Cally stay in the squad’ _ 

“Everything depends on the 
coach. One minute you cah be 
an established international, 


the next you’re not even in 2 


squad of 49. Look at Peter Tre- 
dinnick for example. Les 
Scheinflug had.taken a shine to 
him but Les went, Frank teok 
over, and Peter wasn’t selec- 
ted in either the ‘A’ or ‘B’ 
squads for the recent series. 

“That’s part and parcel of 
the unstable nature of the 
sport 

**I] never feel any sense of 
conflict with other players in 
the national squad. I think 
most of the Jads are of the atti- 
tude that everyone in the 
squad is as good as the other. 
If someone gets a game ahead 
of me, I never take it person- 
ally. The coach is paid to make 
decisions like that.” 

Perhaps Murphy’s seem- 
ingly carefree attitude can be 
attributed to the many coaches 
he played under during his 
seven seasons with Melbourne 
Croatia. He’s stopped wor- 
rying about whether or not a 
change of coach will effect his 
position with the club and 
simply gets on with the busi- 
ness of playing. I guess if you 
played under Ill coaches in 
seven seasons, you too would 
become a bit blase about the 
arrival of anew one. 

Murphy, at Croatia, played 
under mony Vrzina, Duncan 
MacKay, Billy McArthur (twi- 
ce), John Gardiner (three 
times), Brian Edgley, Fred 
Bunce (for one training ses- 
sion and one match), Rocco 
Ille, Michael Kis, Duje Zemu- 
nik, Len McKendry and Paddy 
Banfion. 

It was Gardiner, through 
Forfar Athletic scout Hugh 
Kean, who brought Murphy to 
Australia from Scotland in Au- 
gust, 1976. Born in Dundee, 
Murphy played with amateur 
club St Columba’s for five 
years before being signed by 
Dundee United manager Jim 
MacLean as a 17-year-old. 

Two first-team games (a- 
gainst Arbroath and Morton) 
and two seasons later, Murphy 
was freed, He had his mind set 
on going overseas, to join 
Croatia, but the paper work 
took time, so his last three 
months in Scotland were spent 
with Forfar Athletic. 

Murphy’s first day in Aust- 
ralia brought promise of great 
things. His second day brought 
him back to the realities of 
State League soccer. 

“Duje Zemunik took me to 
Olympic Park the day I ar- 
rived here for a night match 
between a Fitzroy Alexander- 
South Melbourne Hellas select 
and a touring Greek side. I saw 
this tremendous stadium with 
a crowd of 15,000 giving it a 
magic atmosphere and I 
thought: This’ll do me fine. 

“The next day I saw 
Croatia’s home ground, then at 
Montgomery Park, and I hon- 
estly thought twice about sign- 
ing with them.” 

Murphy describes 1977, his 
first season with Croatia, as 
‘a disaster’’. 

“But the following year we 
bought Steve Kokoska, 
Tommy Cumming, Howard 
Andrews, John Kennedy, Alan 
Kerr and George McMillan. 
That was the start of the good 
times for Croatia and the side 
that won just about everything 
in 1978 and 1979 was the best 
outfit, personality-wise, that 
I’ve ever been with.’’ 

But there also were lows at 
Croatia. 

“When I first got here I 
couldn't believe the way the 
committee used to meet on 


Tuesdays after we lost and 
there always was talk of sack- 
ing the coach. 

“Another low was in 1981 
when the club got rid of a lotof 
players. I think it was because 
Croatia wanted a team mainly 
made up of Croatians You 
see, Croatia had dominated 
State League soccer for a few 
years but the club couldn't get 
into the National League. It 
was at a dead end It was no 
big deal anymore to win the 
championship. You had to win 
by a mile to make the fans sit 
up and take notice.”’ 

Murphy made his move late 
in 1982 and after a wrangle be- 
tween Preston Makedonia and 
South Melbourne Hellas over 
his services, he finally became 
a Hellas player for $22,000. His 
transfer was $20,000 and 
Hellas agreed to guarantee 
Croatia $2,000 from the pro- 
ceeds of a friendly game be- 
tween the clubs. 

“Croatia always will be a 

top side There’s just some- 
thing about the club They 
always looked after me; in 
fact the tussle that developed 
between Preston and Hellas 
was, in part, due to the half- 
hearted attitude I had towards 
leaving Croatia. 
‘.“‘Frank Burin is the brains 
bebind Croatia. He’s a good 
man and he honestly tries to 
look after everybody as well as 
he can. I think even those who 
mightn’t like Frank would 
have to admire him as an ad- 
ministrator.”” 

Middle Park, the home of 
Hellas, was an optimists’ 
paradise early in 1983. Great 
expectations abounded. Coach 
Rale. Rasic bought Murphy, 
Doug Brown, John Yzendoorn, 
Bobby * Russell and Oscar 
Crino. Hellas could do no 
wrong. The NSL championship 
was in the bag! 

But as the season unfolded, 
soccer writets around the

country were writing the story 
of Hellas’ unpredictable 
slump, Rasic’s sacking, the ar- 
rival of new coach Len McKen- 
dry, then the team’s gradual 
restoration of status. 

Where did Hellas go wrong 
last year? 

“IT don’t want to be drawn 
into comment about coaches 
but I'm prepared to say that 
training five nights a week 
under Rale eventually wore 
thin with the players. It was 
great at first. It was like being 
a professional player again 
and there were so many good 
players around you that you 
never would have thought that 
things wouldn’t go well. 

“Okay, we were a disaster 
in the Ampol Cup but we had a 
new team and we all thought 
thatit would take time but that 
we still would be successful 
that year 

“In the end, the five nights a 
week at training got me down. 
It started to encroach on my 
family life. FInally, the great 
atmosphere we had at training 
disappeared.”’ 

Murphy is optimistic about 
Hellas’ chances of winning the 
championship: this’ year, but 


his optimism js tempered by ni 


caution. Last season still 
sticks in his craw. 

**I'm hoping we can do it. I 
don't see why we shouldn't 
We've got pood players and 
we're a good team.” 

How. does he describe Hel- 
Jas’ style of play? 

“I’ve got to be a bit careful 
here. Len McKendry is pretty 
secretive about some of the 
things we'do. Let’s say that we 
play a controlled, attacking 
game. Len’s changed a lot of 
things from what I remember 
of him at Croatia and with the 





Victorian State team. We're 
more direct. We get forward 
quicker. But Len’s overall 
philosophy on how the game 
Should be played hasn't 
changed.”’ 

Murphy’s first game with 
Victoria was in 1981, in a 1-1 
draw with tourists Dinamo 
Zagreb. He's made seven State 
appearances. 

His first game for Australia 
was against England last year. 
He sat on the bench in the 
opening match, a 0-0 draw in 
Sydney, came on as a sub in 
England's 1-0 win in Brisbane, 
then played a full game when 
Australia drew I-] with Eng- 
land in Melbourne. 

“I never get nervous before 
playing for Australia. Just 
very excited. It’s really some- 
thing to look forward to. 

Murphy’s stature as an Aus- 
tralian international grew 
during the Socceroos’ success- 
ful defence of the Merlion 
Trophy in Singapore late last 
yéar 

Australia won the Merlion 
Trophy by downing Singapore 
“A" 4-2 in the final. 

“The atmosphere in the 
final was unbelievable. The 
stadium was packed There 
were 64,000 people watching. It 
was incredible. 

“But the team that impres- 
sed me most was China. They 
beat us 2-] in our first game 
and were desperately unlucky 
to get beaten by Singapore in 
their semi-final. The Chinese 
were a tremendous side.” 

Murphy now is an establish- 
ed, well performed Soccerdo 
The recent series involving 
Australia “A‘’ and ““B”’, Ju- 
ventus, Manchester United, 
Glasgow Rangers, Iraklis and 
Notungnan Forest saw to 





“Iraklis and Rangers really 
wanted to win Juventus 
wanted to compete but wheth- 
er or not they wanted to win 
the way they'd want to win the 
Italian championship or a Eu- 
ropean trophy, I just don’t 
know. 

“Okay, our results were 
great. You can’t take anything 
away from the lads or from 
Frank Arok But I'm really 
looking forward to playing in 
a really vital, competitive 


game 
Like a World Cup qualifier, 
for instance.

In its previous 14 NSL 
games Footscray JUST 
had scored a paltry 12 
goals.
